I noticed while on the desk that 
a story came through announcing 
that the annual Elks minstrel and 
revue. “W hat’s Your Game?” will 
be held at the Grand theatre this 
year on Oct. 6 and 7. 
This brings me around to a dis­ 
cussion of the importance of the 
minstrel. 
It is much more than a 
couple of nights of fun and laugh­ 
te r for the people who attend. 
It 
means fun and laughter in later 
m onths and years for lots of kid­ 
dies who won t be attending the 
show. 
That is because the entire net 
proceeds — all that the show takes 
in through the sale of tickets and 
program advertisements with the 
expenses subtracted — goes into 
crippled children’s work. 
Working with and for crippled 
children has been the big project 
of the Illinois Elks association for 
27 years and the Harrisburg lodge 
throughout these years has been 
one of the best workers in the pro­ 
gram in the entire state. 
For the 
past several years the lodge’s con­ 
tribution to this fine work has 
come from the October show.

A couple of weeks ago an Elks 
crippled children's clinic was held 
here. 
James Arensman, chairman 
of the local lodge’s crippled chil­ 
d ren ’s committee, said that 16 chil­ 
dren were examined during the day 
from Saline, Williamson, Franklin 
and Jackson county. 
Of the 16 examined by special­ 
ists brought here from Illinois Re­ 
search hospital in Chicago, four 
already have been to the research 
hospital for treatm ent and care, six 
more definitely will go and one is 
there now. 
There are 46 active 
cases on the H arrisburg rolls.

During the 27 years more than 
1,000 children have been examined 
at clinics held at Harrisburg and 
at least 400 of these have been sent 
to Chicago for various treatments. 
Many have gone back several times 
and one 17-year-old Harrisburg girl 
has made periodic trips—three a 
year sometimes—since shortly aft­ 
er she was born. 
And there is no cost at all to 
the child or parents. 
So ifs easy 
to see that in order for the Harris­ 
burg lodge and other Elks lodges 
of Illinois to carry on the program, 
lots of money is needed. 
The lo­ 
cals, if the right co-operation is se­ 
cured, will he able to hand over a 
check amounting to $2,000 or more 
atter all bills of the show are clear­ 
ed up.

Republicans Alto 
Re-Elect Congressmen; 
Chairmen Hail Vote 


PORTLAND, Maine W — Maine 
elected its first Democratic gover­ 
nor in 20 years Monday but also 
re-elected 
a 
Republican senator 
and three congressmen. 
National leaders of both parties 
hailed the results 
as evidence of 
the old saying that “ as Maine goes, 
su goes the nation.” 
But they dis­ 
agreed on which w ay Maine wepit. 
Edmund 
S. 
Muskie, 
who had 
served in the T ru m a n administra­ 
tion. won the governorship by up­ 
setting 
Republican 
Gov. 
Burton 
M. Cross. 
His 
victory margin 
was about 22,500 votes. 
While Cross 
w a s losing his bid 
for a second tw o-year term, 
Re­ 
publican 
Sen. 
M argaret 
Chase 
Lmith 
and 
C O P 
Reps. 
Robert 
Hale, Charles P . Nelson and Clif­ 
ford E. M clntire won re-election, 
though by s m a lle r margins than 
they had expected. 
Democratic N ational 
Chairman 
Stephen A. M itchell predicted his 
party 
will re c a p tu re 
control of 
Congress 
easily 
can do

.veil in N ovem ber as it did Mon­ 
day in Maine,

He said it 
was a tribute to their records and 
that of the Eisenhow er adminis­ 
tration that M aine voters had dis­ 
tinguished "b e tw ee n national and 
state issues.” 
State Issues a F acto r 
Muskie, a lanky* 40-year-old law- 
jer, 
saw his victory 
over Cross 
also 
as stem m in g 
largely from 
state 
issues. 
H e said Cross an­ 
tagonized many voters 
with a re­ 
vised highway 
maintenance plan 
and a proposal to abandon a tuber­ 
culosis sanitarium at Presque Isle. 
Senator 
Sm ith did 
not believe 
the 
governor’s 
rac e “should be 
interpreted 
fo r 
national 
signifi­ 
cance. 
The S e n ate and congres­ 
sional votes are m o re pertinent.” 
Cross concurred, saying his de­ 
feat was due to “ local conditions 
and personalities.”

Jean 
G an n ett 
Williams, 
president of the G uy Gannett news­ 
papers and radio-tele vision stations 
in Maine, said M uskie won a per­ 
sonal, not a p a rty , victory. 
But Frank M. 
Coffin, youthful 
Lewiston 
atto rn ey who 
quarter- 
backed the Democratic campaign, 
said “ I think the election has dem­ 
onstrated that s o m e of the glamor 
has worn off th e Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration.”

and 
C ross 
113,450. 
Mrs. 
Smith had 143.135 votes to 101,220 
for Paul Fullam , history professor 
at Colby College, 
the Democratic 
candidate. 
Democratic 
headquarters 
in 
Washington stressed that although 
‘heir candidates lost, they received 
larger percentage of the total vote 
this 
year than 
in previous elec­ 
tions. Mrs. Sm ith got 71 per cent of 
the vote in 1948, an d about 58 or 59 
per cent M onday, they said. 
The 
Republican 
congressional 
candi­ 
dates dropped fro m 67 per cent of 
the 
vote in 1952 
to 55 per cent, 
the Democrats said .

Illinois Demos 


Unanimously 
Adopt Platform 


I . CHICAGO OLP) — Illinois Demo- 
! crats were on 
record today 
as 
wholeheartedly favoring reappor­ 
tionm ent of the state’s legislative 
districts. 
At their annual convention Mon­ 
day night, addressed by Sen. Albert 
Gore of Tennessee and the party’s 
state slate in the Nov. 2 elections, 
the Democrats adopted a platform 
by unanimous voice vote.

It had been expected that some 
.downstate leaders might object to 


I the plank which urges voters to 
vote on the November “blue bal* 
lot” to approve a re map of the 
(State senatorial districts. 
The platform also urged that 18- 
year-old citizens be permitted to 
vote, that a state crime commis­ 
sion be created, and that the Taft- 
Hartley Act be repealed. 
O th°r planks asked for passage 
of a state fair employment practic­ 
es law. increased state financial aid 
to schools, and judicial reforms. 
Calls Platform Courageous 
Sen. Paul Douglas, .seeking re­ 
election, said in a speech that the 
platform was “courageous, dynamic 
and forthright" whereas the Repub­ 
lican platform “was conceived in 
sin, submitted in iniquity and pub 
lished in an intellectual vacuum." 
Gore. speaking on behalf of Doug­ 
las, said President Eisenhower has 
asked for the election of congress­ 
men who will support him. 
“Who better fits that pattern 
than Paul Douglas?” Gore asked. 
However, Gore took occasion to 
attack Mr. Eisenhower’s policy as 
one of “drifting” and said it was 
demonstrated by loss of Indochina 
and the collapse of the European 
Defense Community. 
Douglas charged that the “Old 
Guard backward Republican lead 
ership of Illinois . . . stands with 
the selfish interests that are deter­ 
mined to go down the line for re 
action and give away to the lobby­ 
ists and their masters ” 
Opno*<» “plundering” People 
The Democrats, he said, are “op­ 
posed to plundering the people for 
the benefit of thp selfish interests 
and their paid lobbyists ” 
Mark A. Peterman, Democratic 
nominee for state superintendent 
of public instruction, accused the 
present Republican administration 
of 
using 
“inadeouate 
teaching 
methods” in schools and creatine 
i t generation of “reading cripples”

As a result of failine to learn 
how to enioy good reading mater- 
' jai, he said, students lose interest 
in school work, become bored, and 
I fall into delinmtency patterns. 
David F, Mallets candidate for 
state treasurer, warned that “mo­ 
rality cannot be senarated from 
economics without disastrous re­ 
sults.” 
“W here moral standards and val­ 
ues are strictly utilized the prob­ 
lems of economic life have alwavs 
been met with satisfaction to all,” 
t he said.
